How 1he SIayfr ur Numl wes Ar-
rested  Here,

The Same Revolver with Which He
™d the Shooting Given Back
to Him,

The killing of James Nugont by DPrice
has eaused no little stir on this side of
the river and the tragedy causes the re
viving of the recollection that a few
months ago Price, in company with a
‘tpal,”" was arrested by Officer Morso at
the teansfer, on suapicion of being the
parties wanted at Denver for a heavy
robbery committed there, Prioe and his
companion wore takon to the city jail
and there kept locked up, whilo the
wirea were sot working for further par-
ticulars and a fuller description of the
men, Thore was much difficnlty in
getting at the needed facta to satisfy the
minds of the officials as to whoether they
really wore the ones needed or not. ln
the msnumo Price and his comrade be-
came very uneasy and in order to
hold them the charge was preferred
against them of carrying oconocealed
weapons, each being armed with a revol-
vor, The weapons were, of course, ke t
in the charge of the ofticers ndm
disposition of the case. oorl
finally decided that on the oharge ul rob-
bory they could not hold them, and so
discharged them and let the charge car-
rying concealed weapons drop also, Price
went to Mayor Bowman and represonted
that he and his comrade had been arrest-
od here under a malicious charge, and as
they were simply traveling through here
and happened to have revolvers with
them, they ought to get their weapons
back. Mayor Bowman not knowing the
charnoter o( Price, or his record, gave an
order on the police to turn over the re-
volvers, which they did. Tho samo re-
volver which was thus given back
to Price was the one with which he fired
the fatal shot Sunday night, it having
been recognized by efficers here who re-
member the woapon and the incident
well.

HARD ON HARDING,

Mrs, Dr. Harding Brought to the
Front for Not Having a Livcense
to Practice Medivine,

Mrs. Dr. Eliza J. Harding, who for so
long resided here and had so extensive a
practice, seems to have got into trouble
with the authorities at Denver, to which
place she went with her husband last
yeur, in the hope of bettering his health
by a climate change. The details of the
aflair will be read with interest here by
her many old patients and acquaintances
and aro as follows as given by the Rocky
Mountain News of the 7th inst.: *‘ The
case of Dr. Klizabeth J. Harding, charg-
ed with practicing medicine without a
liconse, waa tried in the criminal cottt
yeatorday and attracted a much larger
crowd than usual. Among thoso present
wore nearly a dozen ladies who came vol-
untarily to tertify in behalf of the treat-
ment of the defendant in the cane, These
were not allowed to testify, however, the
issuo tried being not whether sheisa
competent electric healer, but whether
she is practicing medicine without hold-
ing u certificate from the state board of
examiners.

A large number of prominent doctors
were present also to teatify as to whether
tho use of eleotricity was a part of the
practice of medicine, Among others
were Dr. H., A. Lemen, Dr, Parker, Dr.

It was shown quite conolusively by the
testimony of the gentlomen that tho use
of electricity for hoaling purposes is part
of the practico of medicine, and that the

Reached Councll BlaMs on Time Last
Fvening. >

mail from Chicago. It was brought in
on the reqular C., B. & Q. No, 4, arriv.

mail. The fast mail train from New
York arrived in Chieago a httle after 12
on Tuesday morning, and a little after 3
a. m, the fast mail for this section started
out and flow over the road until it over-

took the regular train, which lelt at 10
the night before, at Ottumwa. The fast
train connisted of a mail and gage car,
one passenger conch and Vice President
Pottor’s private car, This car was left at
Burlington, and on reaching Ottumwa
the other coach was dropped and the
baggage and mail cars were attached to
regular train No. I and brought to this
oity. Ono car was taken ofl at Pacific
Junection and sent thence by Plattamouth,
and the train which arrived here had the
same make-up ns usual, Arrangements
have beem made by which No, 3 wll
leave Chicago at 10 p. m. as ususl and
the fast mail next morning at 3 a. m.,
overtaking it at Ottumwa if possible, but
if not it will continue on until it does.
Tho run was made dynuterday from Chi-
cago to Ottumwa, a distance of 281 miles,
in 7 hours and 6 minutes including stope,
ono of 30 minutes at Burlington. The
distance from Chicago to Aurora, 48
miles, was gone over in 41 minutes; to
( :nleaburg, 163 miles, in 3 hours, includ-
ing b stops, and from Burlington to Ot-
tumwa, 70 miles, in 2 hours and 5 min-
utea muhldmg stops in delivering and re-
oeiving mails.
